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‘From Stockholm, that the Dutch Envoy, M. Rumpf, 
is @ighty importunate with his Swedifh Majeity to take 
off the new Duties upon Goods imported into that King- 
dom in Dutch Bottoms, and that to hit Rethonttrances 
he adds Menaces, that otherwife the States General 
will be forced to ufe Reprifals, by laying new Duties 
on Goods imported into their Country from Sweden. 

The Letters from thence add, that the Baron 
de Sparre, the Swedifh Miniffer at the Court of Great 
Britain, is nominated to attend the Congrefs, if there 
be one, in Quality of Ambaffador of Sweden, and 
that for this Purpofe the Swedifh Court has augmented 
his Salary, and made him a handfome Remittance to 
enable him to increafe his Retinue. : 

They-write from Dantzick, that the Court of King 
Staniflaus was to make a Figure upon Chriftmas Day 
in the Livery of France, and that the Primate of 
Poland is dangeroufly ill. ‘Tis confirm’d, that the 
King of Poland intends to continue at Warfaw till the 
next General Dyet ; the rather, becaufe the Queen is 
too far gone with Child to remove to Saxony. 

From Vienna we are told, that the Emperor infifts 
ftrenuoufly upon the fpeedy Reftoratign of the Duke of 
Modena to his Dominions. ‘That Duke’s Attachment 
to the Houfe of Auftria has determin’d his Imperial 
Majefty to be his Friend at the Expence of his own 
Dominions: And indeed how could he do lefs, when 
that Duke declared, in Prefence of feveral Perfons, at 
his being obliged to abandon his Refidence, That he 
auas forry be had not move to life for the Emperor's Service? 
The Letters add, that the approaching Marriage of 
the Duke of Lorain to the Archdutchefs, engroffes fo 
much of the Publick Attention, that they fcarce mind 
the Negotiations of M.lEftang, which, indeed, we 
are aflur’'d, are almoft at a Stand, partly becaufe the 
Court waits for the final Refolution of Spain, and 
partly-becaufe of the Neceflity of confulting the Czarina 
and the King of Poland, as to the Manner and Form 
of King Staniflaus’s Abdication. 

It feems they have a Report at Vienna, that there 
has been a Minifter at that Court trom the King 
of Sardinia for a Fortnight paft, with the neceflary 
Powers for concluding an Accommodation with his 
Imperial Majefiy ; but that the Abbe Piombelli, who 
is there on the like Errand from the Court of Spain, 
is not like to fucceed, becaufe his Inftructions and 
Powers are too much bounded. 

Letters from Swiflerland fay, that the Difturbances 
jn the County of Tockemburg, are broke out with 
more Fury than ever; and that the Mutineers have 
barbaroufly murdered two Perfons of the greateit Diftinc- 
tion in that Country, viz. Captain Keller, formerly a 
Senator, and the Sieur Nicholas Riedlinger, not only a 
Senator, but High Bailiff and Stadtholder of Lichten 
fteig ; the former a Papiit, and the latter a Proteftant. 

According to Advices from Spain, his Catholick 
Majefty is inclineable to an Accommodation, on Con- 
dition, that fome Alteration be made in what has been 
ftipulated with regard to Italy. The King has fenta 
Letter to the Duke de Montemar in Tufcany, to in- 
form him that he approves of his Conduét ; and that he 
fhall foon know his Intentions more at large. ‘They 
write from Madrid, that they don’t remember any 
Jun@ture of Time when they had fuch a Crowd of 
Courtiers, one upon the Heels of another, as have ar- 
rived within this Month pait. Thofe that mention the 
Celebration of the King’s Birth-day on the 1oth ult. 
N.S. fay, that of all the foreign Minifters that went 
to compliment his Majeity upon that Occafion, none 
came up to the Splendor of the Duke de Sora-Buon- 
compagno, Ambaflador from the King Don Carlos, 
who appeared in a rich Suit of Cloaths made at Paris, 
which coft him 12,000 Livres, and came in a Coach 
that was the fineft that could be of the Kind. He had 
other ftately Coaches for his Gentlemen and Domef- 
ticks, and his Pages, &c. tothe Number of Fourfcore, 
were all clade in rich Liveries ; fo that no Equipage was 
ever feen more magnificent, or any Retinue more 
{plendid. 

They write from Italy, that the Marfhal de Noailles, 
who is preparing to fet out from Tufcany for Rome, 
feeing the Duke of Modena at Bologna, told him on the 
Part of the moit Chriftian King, that he might return to 
brs Dutchy whenever he pleased, Orders having been fent to 
the French Cavalry to retire from thence. 

They write from Bavaria, that by the late Mortality 
among the Black Cate in that Electorate, above 
50,000 Beafts have died, which has reduced a great 
many Peafants to the utmoft Diltrefs ; but by the In- 
vention and Application of proper Remedies, the Dif. 
temper begins to abate. 

From Berlin, that, on the 4d Inftant, N. S. the 
Man and the Woman that committed the barbarous 
Murder lately mentioned, on their Brother-in-Law, his 
Wife, and a Daughter of 11 Yearsold, had firft their Fleth

_By Letters from the Hague it appears, that notwith- 
ftanding the Affurances given to the Dutch Confuls at 
Meflina, and all the Ports of the Spanish Monarchy, by 
Order of the Queen of Spain, of tie extraordinary Re- 
gard that fhall be fhewn upon ail Occafions to the Per- 
fons of their Subjects, and to their Trade and Navigati- 
on ; and that tho’ the Marquis de St. Gilles, the Spanifh 
Ambaflador at the Hague, fays, this is bucan Earneft 
of what they may further expect from the F riendfhip of 
his Catholick Majeity; yet their High Mightineiles 
have lately declared, That, as they have had no Share 
in the War, nor in the Meafures taken for putting an 
End to it, they are refolved not to concern themielves 
in it forthe future. Mean time the Spaniards in Hol- 
land don’t ftick to ftay, that they fhall find Ways and 
Means to rouze the Dutch out of their Non-chalance ; 
and that, for this End, they think they need do no 
more than publifh the Treaty concluded between France 
and Spain, at the Beginning of the War, which has 
been hitherto kept as a great Secret. They add, that 
the Imperial and French Minifters have made feveral 
grand Entertaiments for each other during the Holli- 
days; and that tho’ the Spanifh Ambaflador appeared 
at neither, the Sardinian Minifter, the Count de Ca- 
nale, was a Gueft at all of them, and puts on as eafy 
and gay an Afpett, as if the King his Matter was 
rather a Mediator than one of the Principals in the 
War; by which, it feems, he has gained a general 
Efteem. As to the Augmentation that was {aid to be 
intended of the Dutch Forces by Sea and Land, ’tis now 
faid, there will be a confiderable Reduction in both, 
were it only to convince the World, that the States 
General are recovered out of that Pannick which they 
were under, upon the firft News of the Negociation 
at Vienna. 

Sunday laft died at Amflerdam, M. le Clerc, Profef- 
for of Philofophy and Hiflory, well known for the 
Number of excellent Tracts which he has publifhed 
tothe World.
